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Agricultural Summary

High temperatures and high humidity put stress on the crops, livestock and
farmers across the state last week. Isolated rainfall did not reach most areas
that needed moisture. Crop conditions are reported mostly in the good and fair
categories at this time in spite of the hot weather and lack of moisture but will
need rain soon. Some corn fields planted in late May in the central part of the
state have reportedly not had any rainfall. Topscil moisture was 17 percent very
short, 42 percent short, 40 percent adequate and one percent surplus. With 6.7
average days statewide suitable for fieldwork, farmers were able to spend a lot
of time spraying and mowing. Wheat harvest progressed to 90 percent complete,
compared to 89 percent last year and the five-year average of 77 percent. Oats
are 17 percent ripe and harvesting progressed to five percent complete, compared
to six percent last year and the five-year average of four percent. Other
activities included baling hay and straw, harvesting potatoes and beans,
cultivating, scouting for Corn Borers and Japanese Beetles and hauling grain.
